FROZEN FISH. 


Myriad* of Dead Fish Floating; in tbe 


Gulf of Mexico After the Beceet Severe 
Cold Snap. 
NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 5.-Mr. A. 0. Wil- 


son, a well-known civil engineer, has re- 
cently arrived here from Florida, where he 
has been engaged in land-surveying. He 
states that during the recent cold snap, 
while he was making a voyage from 
Tampa to Cedar Keyes, the schooner 
in 
which 
he 
had 
embarked 
was 


wrecked off Cedar Keys the 8th of January. 
All hands escaped with their lives, but Buf- 
fered greatly from the cold. The salt water 
Iroce on the reef in the Gulf ot Mexico upon 
which the vessel struck and gnat-numbers 
of fish, chiefly trout, sheephead and redfish, 
were killed by the cold and floated on the 
water, covering ite surface for miles. 
Inquiries among fishermen and others 
elicited 
the 
fact that 
during

same cold spell fish -were killed on the 
Louisiana coast and were then floating by 
the thousands from the RigoletH to porBtil 
far to the eastward. The fact that fish can 
be killed by the degree of cold that cania 
wcfxnreoctnriu rae tftill of Mexico oaa been 
doubted, but authenticated instances bave 
bean reported as far back as the Seminole 
War by army officer* on duty on the Flori 
da coast.

A SUCCESSFUL. STRIKE. 


NEW YOKK. Feb. 5.—The btrike of over j integrity 


two thousand street railroad employes be- 
gan at 4'44 o'clock yesto»"jay morning and 
ended ten hours later with a complete vic- 
tory for the men, who demanded that 
twelve hours be made a day's work, with 
no reduction in pay. The Broadway and 
Seventh avenue lines, owned by one com- 
pany; the Sixth avenue, the Vanderbilt 
Fourtli avenue and the Forty-second street, 
cross-town, were all tied tip in precisely the 
same manner and at the same time, anil 
the men knew nothing of the strike .icing 
order by the Knights of Labor committee 
until they reported at theseveral depots at 
the usual time for work. Not a mam com- 
plained, and all returned home to escape 
for at least one day the bitter cold. The 
railroad presidents found themselves nitli 
nearly three thousand hoises inthe stables 
and not a man to feed them. Finally, some 
of the directors, officials and clerks of the 
avenue lines attempted to care for the suf- 
fering animals, but speedily gave up the 
job.
